REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD. 


To the Citizens of New Ipswich : 


Conforming to the custom of former years we submit 
herewith our annual report of the public schools. Accord- 
ing to the enumeration made by the truant officer in May, 
there were in town one hundred and sixty-seven boys and 
girls between the ages of five and sixteen years. The 
registers show a total enrollment of one hundred and sixty- 
two, five less than that of the previous year, and twelve 
more than for the year ending March 1894. 

The average number belonging was one hundred and 
eighteen. Average daily attendance one hundred and four, 
the same as last year, and nine more than two years aga. 
Percentage of daily attendance for the year .8813.- A few 
from High Bridge attended the Parochial School in Green- 
ville in the warm season, and five others on account of dis- 
tance were in schools outside our town limits. School No. 
11 ranks first in punctual and regular attendance ; and in 
this respect some of the other registers indicate improve- 
ment. The school in Wilder Village was not in session 
during the year as only two of school age were known in 
its population. The seven other schools have each been 
kept open thirty-two weeks. The teachers employed have 
been efficient workers of more or less previous experience. 
A good number kept familiar with the experiences of other 
teachers, and the improved methods of instruction, by being 
subscribers to one or more of the best educational maga- 
zines of the day. Oct. 28 and 29 the teachers of this and 
neighboring towns were addressed by our State Superin- 
tendent, Mr. Fred Gowing, J. H. Fassett, Superintendent 
of Nashua schools, Mr. Morey, of Lowell, and Mr. Monroe, 
of Boston. The institute was held in Town Hall under the 
direction of Mr. Gowing, who gave the opening lecture, 
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We would at this time assure the townspeople of our kind- 
ly appreciation of their codperation, as well as the material 
aid so freely and cheerfully given, which tended largely 
towards making the event asuccess. May 13, the New Nor- 
mal Readers were substituted for Harpers. The new series 
created a new interest in reading, and thus far have proved 
satisfactory. During the summer vacation the school- 
house in Smith Village was thoroughly remodelled and re- 
furnished by the town, and when ready for occupancy at 
the beginning of the fall term, was attractive, substantial 
and convenient, with ample capacity for more than its 
present number of pupils.. The school-house at No. 2 has 
-been reshingled, also the south side of the school building 
in Bank Village. The ancient straight backed benches in 
the Wheeler school-house have been replaced by some of 
‘more modern design from No. 13. The need of repainting 
the exterior of some of our school-buildings must be ap 
parent to all who see them, Several need renovating in- 
side. } 

The school year just closed is marked by commendable 
progress. If, in the future, our schools are to keep in line 
with the educational progress of the day, the one whose in- 
fluence is second only to that of the parent, must be the 
intelligent, cultured and worthy teacher of generous sympath- 
izing character, as essential to the mental and moral 
growth of the child as are the pure air and sunlight to his 
bodily health.

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REPORT OF THE 


Spalding School Fund Committee. 


According to the provisions of the will of Mr. Isaac 
Spalding, the noble benefactor of the public schools of this 
town, (this place of his birth,) an annual report of the in- 
vestment of the Spalding School Fund of $10,000, shall 
be made and submitted at the expiration of each officia] 
year, by the Committee, which shall consist of not less than 
three members, who shall be chosen annually at the regular 
Town Meeting. 

In compliance with the letter of the will, our report is 
rendered, viz.: Jan. 26, 1895, a note was given by the town 
of New Ipswich for a loan of $6500, upon which one en. 
dorsement of $1500 was made in 1895, and a second en- 
dorsement of $500 this year. 

The sum of $5000 was invested March 6, 1895, in the 
Massachusetts Hospital Life Insurance Co., of Boston, 
Mass., interest beginning to accrue June 6, following. 

The sum of $500, the last payment of the town upon said 
note, has been deposited in the Mason Village Savings 
Bank, of Greenville, N. H. 

Dividends amounting to $318.02 have been received the 
past year, viz: From town of New Ipswich, interest on 
note, $203.50; from Massachusetts Hospital Life Insurance 
Co., $114.52; dividends of the latter are payable annually 
on Jan. 1. This income has been paid to the Treasurer of 
the School Board for payment of teachers and other school 
expenses,
